Pattel of Povia, Paxjis, Another exaple we haue of the Conntze Franciſco Carmagnola( being C2 
Coontie Carme- toine General of Philip Vicoiit Duke of Myllan his armie)going with ſix thouſand 
WY ”* horſe againſt the Switzers, was by them repulſed by the valour and lengrh oftheir 
pikes, who hauing regathered his diſorderedtroupes , conſidering from whence 
their diſaduantage grew, turned head againe vpon the enemy; and he himſelfe, 
and his companies diſmounted on foote, and with their Launcesin hand framed 
a foote {quadron, andcharged the enemy a freſh , and ſo brake , and overthrew 
chem,in number aboue fifteen thouſand; who by force of horſe couldnot beere. 
Harm Fa moucd: imitating herein Marcus Valerius Cornims, who being Conſull , & Cap 
the Ponike war, Caine againſt the Semnites in the firſt Purik warre,and in their laſt bartell,not able 
to breake on the by reaſon of their log pikes wherewith they defended thefelues, 
commaunded his horſemen'to diſmount, andon foote armed as they were , with 
their Lances to fight with the enemie , whereby he overthrew them 8 put them 
to flight; with the vitoric and their baggage remaining in his hands.

culties : for they may leaue all impediments behind. Andifthe purſuer do march 
with ſpeede, it is done with more defireand couragethe chieftaines vſing braue 
and honourable words, as in ſuch caſes beconuenient, and therefore ( in mine 0. 
pinion ) the diſlodging by night is not very ſecure , vnleſle it bee (as I ſayd) be. 
friended andaydedwith ſome ſeate of aduantage: as it chaunced vnto the afore- 
ſayd Francis the French King , when at Cambreſy, he retired from the Emperour 
by night, that by the benefirof a great wood he might ſaue his Army:and having 
paſſed thorough the ſame, when the enemies borle ouertooke him, wherehee 
made a ſtand;and where as wellby reaſon of the aduantage of that wood,as by the 
commoditie ofthe ſeate where he ſtood, he mightwell and boldly bght with the 
enemy, as by experience ofthem of the Emperours ae was ſcene: who ouer 
greedily purſuing the enemy, iſſued outof the wood, euen vpon his troupes, 
where the moſt partof them were flaine,or taken priſoners. 

The very ſame caſe happened alſo vnto the proteſtants Army in Germazy, 
when they would remoue and withdraw themſclues fromthe Emperours campe, 
beirig both the Campes neare encamped togerher,that diſlodging bynight,they 
had not farretomarch , toenter into a very itrong valley, where they couldnor, 
butwith the encmics greatdiſaduanta ny charged and ſet ypon: and for that 
there was inthe ſame valley alitrle hill,the ſame was preſently poſleſt by the pro- 
reſtants, and planted with good ſtore of field ordinance,and with ſtrong troupes 
of foote and horſe, andin ſuch ſort occupied, that what with this preparation,and 
with that which they made ina neare adioyning wood, planting the ſame fullof 
ſmallſhot; the Emperours power could not pfrſue them,as they had pretended. 
For as ſoone as they were approched neare vnto them, they ſaw that they were 
retired vnto aplace both by art andnature moſt ſtrong: and therefore werelet 
paſſe without any more annoyance . Wherefore I ſay,thatwith the fauour ofthe

ſuch as haue not frequented forraine warres, nor haueanie 
Soreat inſight in forraine languages,[ haue therefore thoughr 
© good both to declare the 6 of ſuch words, and al- 
7 ſo to ſhew my reaſons for viing the ſame. 
Firſt you are to vnderſtand that moſt of our termes now 
| viedin warres are deriued from ſtraungers;as the French,the 
Iralian,the Spaniard andthe Dutch;wherin euery one almoſt haue their ſeuerall 
pronuntiation; therefore I hold it good, to vie ſuch wartermes and words.as 
we do borrow from ſtraungers (as moſt languages doe borrow ſome, more or 
leſſe;one of another)neare after the ſame nature,orthographie & accent,as thoſe 
nations do,from whom they are deriued: and not topronounce and vie them o- 
uer corruptly,as we commonly doe. As forexample. The wordCeporall, whichis 
a meere lralian, and alſo ved by the French,we corruptly do both write andpro- 
nounce Corporal! : for Caporall doth ſignifie the head and chiefe ofa ſquadra, 
orſmall company of ſouldiers :and is an officer enſtgning and gouerning(in his 
degree) the ſayd company : and is in Spaniſh more aptly called Cabo de e/quadra 
which is the head ofa ſmall ſquadra of 20 or 25 ſouldiers . And againe, wee 
vie both topronounce and write, Core deguard; which by the French is written 
Corps de guard, and by the Italian and Spaniard , Corpo de guardja; which ſigni- 
. fieth the kids ofa watch: the which French or Italian word I haue rather vſed in 
my writing, then our corrupt Engliſh terme . Moreouer wee both pronounce 
and write the word Caruaſads, the which(in truth)oughtto be written and pro- 
nounced Camiſada, being a Spaniſhtearme and doth fignifie the inveſting a 
ſhirtouer the ſoldiers apparell or armour; the which is vſed, in the night time 
| whenany ſuddaine exploitorpeece of ſernice is tobe put in praCtife vponthe e. 
nemy, vnexpected or vnſcene: to the end, that in the darkeneſle of the night, the 
attempters may thereby the better one know and diſcerne another . Theſe few 
words and termes , I ſuppoſe ſufficient for my reaſons.
